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BRITISH WARSHIPS 
PUZZLE THE EXPERT 


{No Protective Armor Seen; 
Guns Concentrated. 


Washington.—Possessing as tho? do 
many characteristics not found in any 
other capital ships afloat, the new 
British drcadnaughts Nelson and Rod­ 
ney are being studied by naval con­ 
structors in an effort to determine 
what effect they should have upon 
tile designs of the replacement battle­ 
ships to he built under the terms of 
the Washington naval treaty, begin­ 
ning in 1031. 
These vessels embody the lessons 
the P*ritish learned from the naval 
conflicts in the World war, aud nat­ 
urally their plans are carefully guard­ 
ed by the British admiralty. 
How­ 
e v e r /it is known that in many re­ 
spects their design Is a distinct de­ 
parture from the dreadnoughts which 
preceded them. 
One of the most noticeable changes, 
and one puzzling naval officers most, 
Is the absence of any signs of pro­ 
tective armor on the hull. 
These of­ 
ficers have about reached the con­ 
clusion that the main hull of the ship 
is Inside the shell showing, and that 
attached to It is the heavy armor 
these ships carry. 
Protection Against Torpedoes. 
This conclusion is predicated upon 
the known theory of British naval 
constructors that a torpedo should 
not first strike the major hull of the 
ship. 
It was because of this that 
the British adopted the blister as a 
protection to the main hull In its 
older craft. 
Torpedo protection for 
American battleships Is furnished In 
a scries of hulls within hulls with 
short spaced bulkheads to enable the 
ship to keep afloat. 
The belief that the armor on the 
Nelson and Rodney Is placed on an 
inner hull Is further strengthened by 
the appearance of a series of plates 
placed along the hulls of the ships 
near the water line. 
Those studying 
the vessels conclude that these plates 
cover holes In the outer hull and are 
merely bolted on. with the idea that 
lf a torpedo found its mark the de­ 
structive gases 
from the explosion 
would force off the plates, and thus 
find their escape before seriously dam­ 
aging the inner hull. 
Another decided change of design 
In the British ships Is that of placing 
all of the big guns forward Instead 
-of distributing them forward and aft. 
as heretofore. 
By thus concentrating 
the main magazines In a single sec­ 
tion of the ship greater armor pro­ 
tection can be given them. This is an 
important matter, as a single shell 
finding the magazine room would de- 
istroy the craft. 
All of the big guns—nine 10-Inch 
rifles—have 
full 
range 
on 
either 
broadside, but only six can he trained 
dead ahead, as those in the third tur­ 
ret are below the superimposed mid­ 
dle turret. 
Of course there can be no 
big gun fire astern. 
Elevation of 6-Inch Guns. 
Still another departure from the 
conventional design is the placing of 
all of the secondary-defense rifles—- 
6-inch guns—near the stem and the 
mounting of them in turrets which 
enable them to attain an elevation 
of 70 degrees, with a consequently 
increased range. 
There are three of these turrets on 
each side of the ship and each mount* 
two 6-inch rifles. 
This gives a tire 
of six guns on either broadside, with 
an astern fire of four on each side. as 
the middle turret Is raised abote the 
other two. 
In these ships the British 
have 
abolished the forward mast, with the 
bridge in front, mid have replaced it 
with 
a 
castlelike 
structure 
within 
which 
are 
the 
several 
navigating 
bridges and on top of which is placed 
the fir* control station. 
This arrangement adds to the ex­ 
tremely 
odd looking 
appearance 
of 
the Nelson and Rodney.

Ripens Earlier When Fertilized 
In Hill. 


Some remarkable effects upon 
the 
rate of 
development 
and 
maturity of the corn crop were 
produced in fertilizer tests at the 
Ohio Experiment 
Station 
this 
year, on a light Colored silt loam 
soil of low fertility. 
An extreme 
difference of 27 days in the aver­ 
age silking dates of corn grown 
on untreated 
and 
treated plots 
is 
reported by 
R. 
M. 
Salter, 
agronomist at the Station. 
The corn was planted on un­ 
fertilized plots and on variously 
fertilized and manured plots May 
13 and June 3. Since the rate of 
development 
is well 
shown by 
the silking date, a dated tag was 
placed on each stalk of a repre­ 
sentative row in each plot on the 
day the stalk came into silk. 
The average 
silking 
date of 
the ten unfertilized plots planted 
May 13 
was Sept. 
7; 
planted 
June 3 was Sept. 21. 
The aver­ 
age for plots receiving a broad­ 
cast application 
of 
phosphated 
manure and 200 pounds per acre 
of a 3-12-4 fertilizer applied in 
the hill was Aug. 14, 
and 
Aug. 
30. 
The silking date

corn re­ 
ceiving 200 pounds 
of an 0-12-0 
fertilizer in the hill was Aug. 26 
for that planted

Hogging Off Corn Best 
Method of Harvesting 
Tests made at the South Dakota 
State college indicate that hogging 
off corn is a profitable method of har­ 
vesting the corn crop even In normal 
crop years and in dry ‘seasons much 
corn which would hardly be worth 
picking cm be harvested in this man­ 
ner with little trouble. 
Before turning the hogs into the 
field, according to the department of 
animal husbandry at state college, 
especially if they have been getting a 
limited grain ration, it is advisable 
to feed new corn In the lot for a few 
days. This will help to prevent them 
going off feed, due to consuming a 
large amount of new corn, Just after 
they are turned into the field. 
Experience at state college indi­ 
cates that bogs having the run of the 
cornfield will make just as good gains 
as hogs fattened in the feedlot. I’igs 
of 80 to 120 pounds are best for hog­ 
ging off corn Inasmuch as they are 
better rustlers than 
heavier hogs. 
Pigs of this weight are also large 
enough to clean up the field in bet­ 
ter shope than pigs of lighter weight.

Storing Vegetables in 
Cellar or Burying Them 
Beets, turnips, carrots, salsify, and 
rutabagas can be stored by burying 
them in the soil or by placing damp 
earth around them in a cool, frost­ 
proof cellar. Cellar storage serves to 
keep the n ots in a crisp and tender 
condition lf a cool temperature can 
be maintained. 
To store roots in this way, some 
convenient container of about the 
capacity of an apple box is necessary. 
The vegetables should be pulled lute 
in the fall, topped about an inch from 
the crown, and packed in the con­ 
tainer In layers of garden 3oil or 
sand. 
These root crops may also be stored 
in the field where they are grown. A 
well-drained locution should be chosen 
and about three inches of straw put 
on the ground. The roots are then 
piled on the straw in a cone-shaped 
pile. The heap is covered with two 
or three Inches of straw with the 
center drawn together to a height of 
about a foot above the top roots and 
tied together to form a chimney. This 
chimney should be about five Inches 
in diameter. It is necessary to carry 
off foul air and gasses. The straw is 
then covered with three to four inches 
of soil. As the weather gets colder, 
more soil may be added to prevent 
froorlncr
